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Seven Green Sales 
Realize More Than 
Experts’ Appraisal 


By KENT B. NT B. STILES 

The last of the seven auctions 
of from one- -fifth to one-fourth of 
the philatelic holdings of the late 
Colonel E. H. R. Green was con- 
¢luded last week and the reaction 
of New York observers is that 
the American stamp market was 
never stronger than today. Prices 
at the seven _ sales aggregated 
slightly more than $214,860. A re- 

capitulation shows: 

Bales through H. C. Bafr, Inc., 
$31,514; Laurence & Stryker, $25,- 
§19; Daniel F. Kelleher, Boston, 
$22,350; Irwin Heiman, $24,673; 
Percy G. Doane $29,348; Harmer, 
Rooke & Co., Inc., $43,747; J. C. 
Morgenthau & Co., Inc., $37,710. 

The total of nearly $215,000 is 
in distinct contrast to the ap- 
praisal, $180,000, which had been 
made by Walter S. Scott, the vet- 
eran auctioneer who conducted 
the sales, for the Chase National 
Bank representing the owner, Mrs. 
Mathew Astor Wilks, sister of 
Colonel Green and daughter of 
the late Mrs. Hetty Green. 

The Chase National Bank will 
now study the prices realized and 
decide when, and through which 
dealers, further portions of the 
collection will be sold. Mr. Scott 
appraised the complete holdings at 
slightly more than $1,200,000, but 
stamp authorities are of the opin- 
ion they may bring as much as 
from $1,800,000 to $2,000,000, as 
stocks of many American dealers 
are depleted because of the war 
situation abroad, patricularly in 
Europe, and as a consequence they 
are unable to supply collectors’ 
demands. 

Testing The Market 

The recent auctions were “ex- 
perimental’”’ ones to test out the 
market. The fact that the total 
result was so unexpectedly far 
above advance appraisal is inter- 
preted by authorities as an indi- 
cation that American philatelists 
regard stamps as a sound invest- 
ment in wartime. The extent of 
collectors’ interest in stamps in 
perfect condition is suggested by 
the fact that there was an aver-

ent than the prescribed manuscript word “Free” which the Postof- 
fice Department states is the only permissible form of marking these 


free mail letters. 


Without regard to this regulation, there are many covers from 
different sources which get through bearing either the printed word 
“FREE” or a label or other printed device containing the word FREE,

Canadian Oddity Is 
Due To Bad Printing 








Philip McCarriell of Halifax, 
N. S., Canada sends a copy o2 the 
2 cent Canadian Royal Visit stamp 
and states that he has found an 
interesting variety in this stamp. 
Mr, McCarriell says that some 
copies show the steps at the base 
of the monument missing entire- 
ly while others show one or more 
of these steps. 

This might be called a mirage 
for the steps are not missing altho 
the stamp looks as though they 
were missing. It all comes from 
the two color printing. On some 
stamps the black center print is 
lower down, thus running the 
steps into the brown print and 
making them almost invisible and 
barely noticeable even with a 
glass.

Kangaroo 
stamp attached to the corner of 
the envelope immediately below 
the word Free and thus adds an 
attraction to the cover that makes 
it of extreme interest, 


Most collectors probably have 
found covers which bear a mark 
or device other than the manu- 
script word Free and I will try to 
describe a number of such covers 
that have comz2 to my notice in 
the past months. 

First there are the covers with 
the printed word FREE. 

An executive size envelope from 
Fort Benning, Ga. This enevolpe 
bears a printed corner imprint of 
“Free” in a large bold face 18 
point type, caps and lower case, 
printed in blue ink. The corner 
card on the envelope has the 
word “From” followed by a line 
for name of sender and printed 
below this in four lines, ‘“Twen- 
tieth Co., Eighth Bn.—Second Stu- 
dent Training Regiment—Fort 
Benning, Georgia—U. S, Army.” 
A handsome piece of the station- 
ery to match came with this cov- 
er. 

Another cover comes 
Greenville, Miss., and bears the 
printed word “‘FREE’’ in light face 
gothic capitals, in blue ink. 

The corner card of this 
envelope has an Air Corps emb-

ilem of wings and propeller, be- 


neath which is ‘‘Air Corps Basic 
Flying School—a blank line, then 
—Greenville, Mississippi.”’ All in 
blue and stationery to match came 
with the cover. 

From the Navil Air Station at 
Pensacola, Florida is a cover 
with the printed word “FREE” in 
small gothic capitals and with a 
corner card reading “‘Return Ad« 
dress—Name & Rank Ws ‘Be 
Navy-Org. Naval Air Stae 
tion, Pensacola, Fla.”’ all printed 
in black ink.

PRECANCEL HIGHLIGHTS 

By George W. Hawse, 332 N.

be the editor of the Precancel Bee 
and who is now doing a weekly 
column for Chambers. I don’t 
know a thing about the situation 
that Steve refers to, but Steve in 
my mind has always had a repu- 
tation for knowing what he is 
talking about. Anyway, here is 
the article for what it is worth— 
G. W. H. 

Alleged 3c 1869 Precancels 

In late September, 1942, a New 
York non-precancel deale1 adver- 
tised among a list of offers of 2c 
1869 stamps, what he called “‘Pre- 
cancel 5 Bar” at $75.000 and “Pre- 
cancel 7 Bar’ at $100. This at- 
tracted the attention of some of 
the New York Precancel Stamp 
Club members, and _ accordingly 
one of us volunteered to see these 
items. After some little delay or 
difficulty, they were seen. 

These stamps are unmistakably 
cancelled with pen-ruled lines, 5 
or 7 across each stamp, horizon- 
tally. Five or six copies were 
shown to our member by the 
dealer. There is no question but 
that the pen rulings are authen- 
tic, and one of the period of the 
use of the stamp. Two of the 
specimens match up as to posi- 
tion of the lines, suggesting that 
they may be a severed pair. 

The dealer-owner is reported to 
have asserted emphatically and 
even angrily that they are printed 
bars. But the lines do not show 
the characteristics of printing, 
and do show those of pen-ruling. 

There is no evidence of pre- 
cancel nature or precancel use. 
The stamps are off paper. There 
is nothing to identify place of 
use. Of course the prices are en- 
tirely out of proper range for 
such unidentified material, es- 
pecially since in the same offer 
list the very rare orange-colored 
killer and equally rare green 
town cancellation on the 3c 1869 
are offered at $35.00 each. 

No other precancels have been 
identified on the 3c 1869. For a 
while the handstamped killer, 
letter G, of Glastonbury, Ct., on 
this stamp, was thought to be a 
precancel, by confusion with the 
printed G precancel of the Bank 
Note period. Covers in the great 
Mechin collection of 3c 18f9’s dis- 
proveti this definitely—Stephen 
G. Rich.

name or under a _ pseudonym. 
Your writing proclivities have 
sometimes shown good ecmmon 
sense, but, more often than not, 
have displayed abysmal ignocance 
of facts and have done little more 
than stir up controversy over 
tnings about which it never need 
have ericen. 

Some of your things I have en- 
joyed; cthers I have laughed at; 
still others made no sense to me, 
but when you lower yourseifé to 
deliberate misrenresertation and 
misstatement of facts on a subject 
about which you state you have 
no first hand knowledge, then you 





need to be answered. 

I refer to your “Alleged 32 1869 
Precancels”, as published in 
Chambers Stamp Journal for No- 
vember 30th, 1942. To me, it is a 
display of egomania and _ the 
height of insolence to Philately 
to make such statements as you 
have made on a subject of which 
you know nothing.

7. Dou you think that such 
statements as yours, are warran- 
ted from the “opinion” of one 
man, as opposed to the procf, as 
shown through precision instru- 
ments, on examination of many 
more examples than this man 
saw? 

Who are you, Mr. Rich, to say 
what is the proper price range 
for stamps which you don’t own 
and have never seen? You also 
seem to take exception to prices I 
have quoted on certain colored 
eancellations on the 3c _ 1869, 
namely the orange “killer” and 
the green “town.” I wonder how 
many of these you have seen. I’d 
be glad to buy some of them from 
you, provided they are not one of 
your little “jokes’’. You ought to 
know, after your experience with 
the A. P. S., that the forgery of 
cancellations and postmarks is a 
Federal offense. 

You’ve shot off your mouth 
once too often, Mr. Rich, and on 
a subject about which you do not 
know any of the facts, and you’ve 
made statements which are de- 
liberately malicious in their im- 
port. You didn’t use my name, 
but that makes no difference, I 
am not afraid to use it. You owe 
me an open apology, not that I 
ever expect ‘I'll get it.. You also 
owe me apologies for other things 
you have written, that I’ve never 
bothered about. 

Whether you like or dislike me 
is beside the point; I don’t care

Amongst the exhibits at the 
Winter Reunion of the Phalanx,

D. Mercer, 
the great post-card collector, who 
has all but one card to complete 
his 70-yr record collection. 

Adam Gruenig, who is nomin- 
ated for an office, is now 71 years 
of age, and is Charter Hon. Life 
Member, No 71. He will be on 
our editorial staff, to repiace the 
Hon. Wm. Campbell, recently de- 
ceased.

FORBIDDEN MARKINGS 
MAKE CHOICE COVERS 


Continued From Page 1 





From Camp Crowder, Mo., 
comes an unusual cover with the 
printed word “FREE” in tall capi- 
tal letters inside a boxed square 
about the size of a postage stamp. 
The corner card of this cover reads 
“From” then a blank line under 
which is “Name” and ‘Rank,” 
then another blank line under 
which is “Organization,” below 
which is “Camp Crowder, Mis- 
souri—U. S. Army,” all printed 
in red. The stationery with this 
cover has the Army Signal Corps 
emblem in upper left corner~and 
“Camp Crowder—Missouri”’ be- 
low. 

I have purposely sayed the best 
until last and now will attempt 
to describe the three mos*t unus- 
ual covers from Camp Roberts, 
Calif. First is one with a circle 
about the size of a 25 cent piece, 
within the circle at top the word 
“Postage” at bottom “U. S. 
Army.’’ Both these words are in 
old english letters and curved with 
the circle. Across the center of 
the circle in heavy face gothic 
capitals “FREE.” All printed in 
red in the corner where the stamp 
belongs and with the cancellation 
across the imprint, makes an ex- 
ceptionally fine cover, 

Another cover from Camp Rob- 
erts pictures an eagle and shield 
emblem in the upper left corner 
in red and blue while where the 
stamp belong the word ‘‘Free”’ has 
been marked in with a pen at 
top edge of the cover and below 
this is a pasted on circular label 
in gold, the label is embossed, has 
an eagle and shiled emblem in the 
center and curved line above 
“Camp Roberts” and in curved 
line below “U. S. Army.” This 
is an exceptionally handsome cov- 
er with this attractive gold label. 
Stationery to mach the corner im- 
print comes with the cover. 
Then we come to the unusual 
cover shown in our illustration on 
page one. This cover also hails 
from Camp Roberts and bears in 
the corner where the stamp be- 
longs a splendid little label print- 
ed in red and blue ink, approxi- 
mately the size of a stamp and 
rouletted in colorless lines. These 
stamps are printed in sheets of 
50 stamps five wide by ten deep. 
The sheets are 5x12% inches in 
sizes, At top of sheet is the im- 
print wording “‘Gay and Colorful 
Stamps on letters mailed from the 
U. S .Armed Forces make the 
Home-folks feel good.” At bottom 
are the words ‘‘These stamps are 
fully protected by copyright and 
patent applied for—All rights re- 
served. Re-order from Babcock & 
Borough etc.” 

The stamp illustrated on the 
cover is quite small in the pic- 
ture and may best be described 
by stating the word “Postage” is 
at top, the word “FREE” in large 
red letters beneath postage and 
below the FREE is “For Victory.”

PEOPLE WHO LIVE IN GLASS HOUSES 


In the “Vox-Pop” column of this issue of Linn’s Weekly is a 
reprint of an article signed by Stephen G. Rich, published in Cham- 
to statements and charges made in the above mentioned article 

Mr. Rich has long been and is considered an experienced Precan- 
cel man, under ordinary conditions and in instances where he has 
taken the trouble to thoroughly study and examine stamps, his judge- 
ment, through the use of means at his command is usually considered 
to be good judgement, in other words, Mr. Rich is considered to be a 
well informed collector, However, in this case it is a fact that Mr. 
Rich never saw the stamps which he attacks, the stamps are actually 
3c 1869 and not 2c 1869, I have a copy of the Standard Precancel Cat. 
alogue as originally published by Mr. Rotnem, edition of 1926, On 
page VII under the heading of General Information, this catalogue 
says, “BAR PRECANCELS: The first precancels used consisted of 
printed lines, or daubs applied with a small brush, These are called 
BAR PRECANCELS.” 

It is the bar precancel of this type that is under question and ex- 
perienced precancel collectors have long known that many of the early 
stamps are known ‘vith such bar precancelation. 

Experienced collectors also know that there is always the possi. 
bility that some new discovery may be made of the use of Bar Precan- 
celing or other type of Precancelation on early U. S. stamps. Witness 
the recent find of the 2c Black Jackson as announced by Mr, C. W. 
Sachs of Columbus, Ohio, one of the most shrewd precancel men in 
the country. 

Then a study of the advertisement by Mr. Souren should readily 
convince and amaze any real collector for the advertisement in itself 
reveals what is unquestionably the largest accumulation of the 3c 
stamp of 1869 in the hands of any modern stamp dealer. Where else 
have you seen an advertisement of this 3c 1869 that reveals from its 
own offerings, such a vast number of these stamps. Think of a col- 
lection of 4000 copies offered as one lot, then note the offers of 
packets of cancelation etc. ranging from 25 different up to 750 dif- 
ferent. Is this not sufficient proof that there may have been unknown 
cancelation varieties found in such an accumulation, 

People who have taken the trouble to visit with Mr. Souren and 
see what he has done and how he does it are amazed at the extensive 
laboratory with which he works. He can do and does do things with 
stamps that one can only believe after they have seen, His work is 
based on the most modern scientific research, its not merely a ques- 
tion of a benzine cup, a magnifying glass and such tools as the col- 
lector works with. 

A few years ago we spent several days with Mr. Souren where 
we were shown all of his laboratory and given a full explanation of 
his work and how he accomplishes things which we would not believe 
until we had seen it done. We feel confident that any serious open 
minded collector, any real student can have the same privilege, but 
here we find Mr, Rich attacking something which he himself never 
saw. Mr. Rich has not seen the stamps in question, his statements are 
based on hearsay and the question then arises as to whether the party 
that “passed the Ammunition” to Mr, Rich was an experienced and 
capable student of stamps, printing, and all the other things that 
would enter into such a subject. 

Knowing Mr. Rich as we do and knowing Mr. Souren and his 
work as we do know it, we are compelled to bet our money on Mr, 
Souren for we do not believe that after the experiences and the work 
that he has accomplished and been through that he would offer these 
stamps as Precancels without conclusive evidence that they are just 
that. 

It might be desirable also that we state that the advertise- 
ment in quesion was also published in Weekly Philatelic Gossip in 
May of this year. Mr, Richs’ article thus reflects on the good name of 
this publication as well. 

The reprinted article and the Open Letter are published as news 
matter and not as an advertisement. If we accepted pay for these 
articles we would be obliged to 30 indicate by placing the word 
“ADVT”. at the foot of the articles, We prefer to publish them as 
news matter in order that all parties concerned may have an equal 


opportunity to use our columns in a like manner.

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Meter Slogans Add 
Variety To Meter 
Cover Collections 


Miss M. Frances Poffenberger 

At this time of the year one’s 
thoughts naturally turn to the 
coming Holiday Season and brings 
out another line of Meter Slogans 
for collectors to be on the look- 
out for, and this is the “Christ- 
mas” Meter Slogans. 

This year, more so than any 
other year, the Christmas Meter 
Slogans and Christmas Postal 
Slogans have appeared early to 
give out the Yuletide spirit and 
encourage early buying. 

This is an excellent way for 
department stores and utility com- 
panies to extend Greeting to their 
customers and friends. Some of 
them use the commercial slogans, 
advertising their line fo merch- 
andise or a particular article in 
their line of merchandise, while 
others use the non-commercial 
slogans in conveying these cheer- 
ful and warm messages at Christ- 
mas time. A few bi-colored Christ- 
mas Slogans, red and green, have 
been used, which are very bright 
and attractive, but they have 
been more-or-less a rarity. 

This phase of philately has quite 
an appeal. The probable motive 
for such a reaction this year is 
that my frame of Christma’ Meter 
Slogans, exhibited at the S. P. A. 
in Detroit this year, won first 
award—the Mrs. Robert Yant 
trophy. 

Included in the exhibit were 
tapes, both specimen copies and 
used copies—non-commercial. One 
page displayed a copy of a few 
different Christmas Slogans which 
appeared in a Cincinnati news- 
paper. This was tied in with 
Christmas Postal Slogans; another 
was made up of a cut from a 
meter leaflet, showing six new 
designs of Christmas Slogans for 
the year 1941 which were offered 
by the Postage Meter Co. This was 
also tied in with various Yuletide 
Postal Slogans and cancellations 
from towns with names that tie 
in with that Christmas Season and 
cancelled on Christmas Day. 

Among the Covers was one 
commercial from the City of 
Miami, Florida, which was re- 
ferred to by Miss Althea Harvey 
in one of her articles in Linns. 
Several Covers bore the Christmas 
Slogans and Patriotic Cachet 
which is very timely—one Cover 
urging the buying of Defense 


Bonds and another telling of 
“Uncle Sam’s” urgent need of 
Pilots. 


Another Cover was cancelled 
in Honolulu bearing a very un- 
usual Yuletide Slogan, with an 
Angel conveying the Christmas 
Message. This Slogan has been 
very rare, 

This should prove a very nice 
and interesting line for any Met- 
er Slogan Collector to add to- their 
hobby. 

Each Christmas Season the Pos- 
tal Meter Companies issue new 
designs. This year several of the 
Mew Dies have the combined 
Christmas and Patriotic Spirit.

When I think of a-provisional of 
any sort I think of something that 
is used only as an emergency or 
until a proper or permanent can- 
cellation or stamp can be supplied. 
In the case of Provisional pre- 
cancels some few were actually 
provisionals but I believe that the 
large part of them were intent- 
ionally used and regularly used 
as postal and precancellations so 
that there is very little provis- 
ional element in their use at all. 
Something like Bi-usage, Bi- 
Cancelation or Dual-Cancellation 
would seem-to me tc be a better 
descriptive of the term but how 
about some of you readers giving 
this a though and see if we can’t 
rename the term Provisional.

Defense Part- Perforates 

During the past six months a 
new variety has zoomed across 
the Philatelic Phraternity—first 
the 3c Defense, then the 1c De- 
fense, and finally the 2c Defense 
—all imperforate vertically, in 
Ppairs and blocks. In addition to 
these items there was a_ small 
find made in Texas of the 1c 
stamp which is imperforate hori- 
zontally. The latter also exists in 
pairs and in block form. 

From the beginning there was 
a mad rush for the few known 
pairs. Prices varied from $10.00 
to $40.00 for the 3c Pair, which 
is at present the cheapest one of 
the three denominations. There 
is many a pained expression when 
the Defense variety is mentioned 
among some of our more exper- 
ienced collectors, who should have 
known better. However, this was 
unavoidable. The first report was 
that about seven pairs were found 
by a New York dealer. Naturally, 
this would justify a price of $250 
for a pair, or even more. But 
alas, this was only the beginning 
—they were subsequently being 
found in every part of the coun- 
try. Strangely, most of them were 
discovered in the South. In fact, 
the situation there looked so fav- 
orable, that several philatelic 
archaeologists toured the South 
in an endeavor to unearth more 
of them, and “believe it or not,” 
they did dig some up in several 
rural post offices. 

The cause of these varieties is 
now known to be a partial break- 
down in some of the perforating 
machines which had been over- 
worked. Many of the needles in 
the machines were bent and bro- 
ken, The result was, first, a vast 
production of varieties showing 
several perforations between pairs 
instead of the usual number, and 
finally, the true imperforate be- 
tween pairs and blocks. This type 
of imperforate variety was occas. 
ioned by either not perforating 
the sheet entirely, or by simply 
doing so in one direction. This 
left an entire sheet of the var- 
iety. The Defense errors usual- 
ly occur in one pair or in one 
block, or one of each to the en- 
tire sheet. An“abundance of pairs 
were also found with just one 
perforation, as well as singles im- 
perforate at the sheet margin. 

To arrive at a fair value for 
these recent errors, one must first 
compute the number in existence. 
From competent sources, the fol-
